Dr. Peach*s recommendations, to­ 
gether with others, will be discussed 
by the Interchurch Council on Or­ 
ganic Union, which begl \s a four 
days* session in Philmdelp.ta today. 
The Newark clergyman is one of 50 
composing the Ad Interim Committee 
representing various Protestant de­ 
nominations which was appointed 
last December upon an invitation 
by the Presbyterian church, to ap­ 
prove a plan for bringing abouf a 
merger, in his statement, a minority 
report, he declared that Protestants 
had built perhaps “100,000 super­ 
fluous churches at a cost of $500,- 
000.000.** 
*Tf not a single church had been 
built in the past 13 years,” he said, 
“those standing in 1906 would ac­ 
comodate at a single service every 
Protestant communicant of the year 
1919 and every Roman Catholic in 
our country, baptised infants in­ 
cluded, and, besides, every man, wo­ 
man and child in Canada, Cuba and 
Porto Rico and there would still be 
much room to spare. 
“These 86 per cent of our churches 
reported 
over 
three sittings for 
every communicant. At the same 
time, the Roman Catholic churches 
reporting had one sitting for ever>' 
two and 
one-fourth 
members—a 
ratio of nearly seven to one in our 
disfavor. The Roman churches are 
crowded, ours, on an average less I aviators.

It provides (I) 
complete autonomy in purely de­ 
nominational affairs; (2) formation 
of a Council, a representative foody, 
meeting biennially throngh which 
the united church will act; (3) re­ 
presentation to be on the basis of 
two ministers and two laymen for 
the first 100,000 communicants and 
two ministers and two laymen lor 
each additional 200,000 or major 
fraction thereof; (4) that consti­ 
tuent churches except as limited by 
the plan, “shall continue the ex­ 
ercise of their several powers and 
functions as the same exist under 
the denominational constitution;'* 
(5) that the Council shall harmon­
